was presented to ttie Senate on the 2'itli of 
M arch, w ith th e proposition th at he be rem oved 
for cause, and w hich proposition was not acted 
upon prior to th e adjournm ent o f th at body on 
th e *2«1 o f April. I have to say that' to m e it 
seem s to be my duty to exercise, by prom pt 
action in th is case, all the pow er w hich tlie 
present condition o f the law has left in my 
hands, so far as it m ay be done independently 
of th e Senate, to protect the interests o f the 
G overnm ent, to vindicate the law s w hich have 
been enacted for tlie regulation of the jiostul 
service, an d to im press upon Federal office­ 
holder.' the fact th at no indulgence will be 
granted by tn e Executive to those w ho violate 
th e law or neglect public* «Inly. 
This l’.i-tmaster, under sieotion 4U1I of the 
United stairs Keviseil Statutes and tlie regula­ 
tion of the I’ostollii-e Department, was required 
to transmit to tlie Department weekly a report 
ol the bu-ine - «lone by him in the^motiey--«rdcr 
branch nl his office. It appear- from an official 
rejiort of an Inspector ot tlie I’ostotliee Depart 
ment now before* me, ami which v. a.- submitted 
toa committee of the Senate, while tlie propo­ 
sition to remove this official was before it, that 
an examination of his office was ordered «ni the 
of January, ls.v«, in cousequeni-e of the fact 
that no such weekly reports hud been made 
since the 6th of December, Issj. it further ap­ 
licara from this report that such examination 
developed most disgraceful confusion in all that 
pertained to the accounts and financial condi­ 
tion of the office; that there lias been no entry 
in the money Older cash-book since July, 1NM, 
and that, as might lmve been expected, there 
was a «letieieney in the nioney-order account of 
more than -Too, atnl in the jiostul amount of 
m ire than ilOO. 
There is. I think, no dispute touching these 
facts. The deficiency has been refunde* 1 to the 
Government umii ran arrangement with one of 
tiie sureties ofthc delin«iueniofficial, and he at­

construction of Section tn:*i of the Revised 
statutes, which provides that in case of sickness 
or unavoidable abseneeofthe 1'ostiua-ter of any 
moncv order I’ostolliee, he may, with tliccon 
si-nt of the l’ostnm-ter-General. authorize lii- 
chiet clerk, or some «ntliei clerk employed there­ 
in, to act in his place and discharge ail the 
duties required by taw of such I’o-tmaster. 
By 
the claim now made, tiiat tiie assistant, having 
had luí 1 charge, is responsible forthe delinquen­ 
cies and irregularities complained of, the Post­ 
master also appears to contradict his own sworn 
statement made in the department as late as 
•September :m. 1884, to the effect that lie himself 
had performed lor the preceding quarter tlie 
money-order business in his office, except when 
necessarily absent. 
1 shall do all that is in my power to rid the 
public service of officers who exhibit such loose 
ideas ot their duty to the Government. The fact 
that I have before me documents signed by 
many residents of the city where thi- Postmaster 
is located, and who belong to Isitli political par­ 
ties, asserting tin-ir entire confidence in his 
honesty mid fidelity, demonstrates the unfortu­ 
nate facility with which papers may be ob 
taincd, and give rise t«« an unpleasant suspicion 
touching the too prevalent standard of politics! 
honesty. If I cannot remove this delinquent 
Postmaster I can surely suspend him.

have determined todo promptly, and 1 desire 
you at onee to present to me the papers neces- 
-sry for that purpose, with the designation of

For several days past the question as to 
tlie propriety of Sacram ento county issuing 
8150.000 bonds for the purpose of im prov­ 
ing th e roads of the county, has been the 
one subject of conversation am ong tax­ 
payers. 
The Board of Supervisors called a 
m eeting for yesterday, for the purpose of 
hearing expressions of citizens in regard to 
creating a bonded indebtedness for road 
purposes. 
W hen the Board assembled at 
10 a . m . it was stated that quite a num ber 
of citizens would be present in tlie after­ 
noon, and as tbe hour for hearing them 
had not been distinctly stated in tlie press 
o f tlie city, in order to give all an oppor­ 
tunity to be present, the Board adjourned 
to 1 p . m . 
The Board re-convened at 1 p. m ., with 
all th e mem bers present. T he room was 
full of interested citizens—every seat was 
occupied and m any stood in the hallways. 
Mr. Fassett, the Chairm an of the Board, 
explained the object of the meeting, and 
asked for tlie vtev.s of those present. 
H e 
then read from Section 37 of the Statutes of 
1883, relative to tiie authority vested in the 
Board of Supervisors for issuing bonds. 
Supervisor Bates said inasm uch as the 
m eeting had been called in the interest ot 
certain parties who advocated tiie issuance 
of bonds, he thought it would be proper for 
one of their cham pions to open the debate 
by giving their reasons for such action. 
J. V. Simms, being called upon, said :

J . HRODER 
Said lie was unalterably opposed to the 
issuing of county bonds, 
lic ita d lived in 
the eastern portion of the county (Natom a 
District) for thirty-live years, and knew 
som ething of the requirem ents and tlie ne­ 
cessities of tlie county. 
H e hail learned 
tiiat the Board of Supervisors had decided 
th at tlie county roads should be improved, 
and in order to carry into effect their pro­ 
posed ideas of im provem ent they were 
willing to saddle a bonded indebtedness 
upon the county of 8X50,000. 
W hy this 
sudden 
change of 
heart? 
W hy 
they 
discover at this tim e that the roads are in 
such a deplorable and dilapidated condition 
was beyond itis com prehension. 
He had 
lived in the county over a third of a cen­ 
tury, and the roads, in his section at least, 
were never better nor even so good as at 
present. 
H e said that the expenditure of 
8150.000 on the rffads of Sacram ento county 
would no doubt im prove them —make bad 
roads passable, good roads better: but 
-he 
asked, 
w hat 
i- 
to 
become 
of 
tlie bonds? 
W hat will those bonds, if 
issued, cost the taxpayers before they tire 
pai«l oil ? Some people im agine that if the 
county roads were once graveled, they 
need no further care or rcpuir. 
In tbi- 
tliey arc m i-taken. They will need tlie 
ireful looking after that the reads do 
by good care they can 
kept in first-class order. 
He 
was the last m an to oppose any 
he thought in this 
ca-ethi same interests could be better served 
by district taxation, 
in som e portions o f 
th e county the roads are good, need but 
little if any repair, and the lands adjoining 
were poor an*! of but little value, 
in other 
sections the roads are poor, full of chuck 
holes in the sum m er, mini holes in the 
winter, and tiie land adjacent very valu­ 
able. 
in such cases the landholders were 
w illing to be assessed 82 50 an acre to 
build them good roads, and why not? The 
roads appreciate the value of tlieir land to 
an extent that their outlay, instead of 
being an expense, is in reality a j«rofit. 
W ould it be right in that ease to assess the 
p .or red lands with tlieir high gravelly 
roads, to build highways over the black 
loam soil of their more fortunate neighbors 
in the southern portion of tiie county ? 
H e advised the retention ..1 the present 
road system. 
The Road Overseers, lie 
said, tiiil not always perform their whole 
duty. 
Some men do not pay a road tax 
once in eight years, yet lie always found 
that this class of men were always first to 
condem n loads, tlie la-t to try to improve 
them , and they are in tiie trout rank of 
those who now seek to saddle a bonded In­ 
debtedness upon the county. H e concluded 
by saying that with the am ount of m oney 
now raised by taxation for road purposes, 
if properly applied by honest Overseers, 
there would lie no occasion for the present 
call for a loan on bonds.

to look into the m atter and see w hat be­ 
comes of m oney collected for road pur­ 
poses ? 
JO H N B. TAYLOR 
Said he had heard considerable talk about 
8150.000 li«r tbe roads of Sacram ento coun­ 
ty. 
H e would like to ask for inform ation 
how this money was to be distributed ? 
is 
it all to be put in one place, or is it to be 
divided pro rata? 
Before he entered into 
any discussion of tlie question he desired 
to know who would be responsible for the 
bonds, the eitv and county, or the county 
alone ? 
Supervisor Steinm an answered Mr. Tay­ 
lor, saying tlie county would have it all to 
pay. the city being in no wise responsible. 
Tltomas McConnell said that from tiie 
statem ent of the Supervisor the city would 
have to vote upon tlie question of issuing 
bonds, but would not be in any way 
obliged to pay them on m aturity. 
You 
don’t pay anything, but at tlie sam e tim e 
you say you can assist in creating tlie 
debt. 
I’leuse point out tlie law. 
John Rooney—That is a m ighty fine law 
which says th at tlie city lots a right to vote 
a debt upon the county. 
If that is the case, 
we will have B righton incorporated at 
once. 
Chairm an 
Fassett read the following 
from Section 2744 of the road law : 
All law s concerning roads and highw ays in 
conflict w ith thi- Act, and all law s applicable to 
particular counties o f this State concerning 
roads an d highw ays, are hereby rep ealed ; pro- 
riitcd , th at any proceedings com m enced before 
this Act takes effect, for the alteration, estab­ 
lishm ent or abandonm ent o f any road or hig h ­ 
w ay. m ay lie conducted un d er tlie provisions of 
th e law un d er w hieh said proceedings were 
com m enced : p ro rid ed fu rth e r. Hint nothiug here­ 
in contained shall he deem ed to authorize tlie 
levy or collection o f a road ¡«oil tax, or property 
road tax w ithin m unicipalities existing under 
th e law s of the State, w herein work and im ­ 
provem ents upon th e streets is done by virtueof 
any law relating to stre«*t w ork and im prove­ 
m ents w ithin such m unicipality. Nor shall any 
sni li incorporated city or tow n be by the S uper­ 
visors of the county "included or em braced in 
any road district by them established under 
this Act. 
Mr. McConnell—H as that been passed 
upon by the .Supreme Court? 
Mr. Fassett—i th in k not, as a bench, but 
I understand th at two of the. mem bers give 
it as tlieir opinion that it is constitutional. 
They claim tiiat m unicipalities are exempt. 
The funds will have to be segregated to tiie 
different districts according to their prop­ 
erty representation, except thirty-five per 
cent., w hich will be set aside for a general 
road fund. 
Mr. Rooney—W hen did tiiat 35 tier cent, 
law pass? 
W illiam Johnston—At tlie Democratic 
Legislature of 188.3. 
Mr. Rooney—Then no doubt it is a wise 
provision. 
I would like to take tiiat 35 per 
cent., and I assure you I could m ake good 
turnpikes of every road in the county. 
1 
am surprised that the city of Sacramento, 
which has a world-wide fame for its gener­ 
osity, should w ant to saddle an indebted­ 
ness of 8150,000 up.*n its country neigh­ 
bors. 
I should th in k that the capital city's 
experience in the bond question was quite 
enough. 
It is a very easy thing to issue 
paper bonds, but the taking of them up, 
I saddled, as they will be. witli m any thou­ 
sands of dollars of interest, w ith tlie hard 
earnings of the farm er is quite a different 
question. 
W e have good roads now, and 
revenue to keep them sufficiently repaired, 
and buii'l new ones w hen required, is col­ 
lected annually.
